• reinforced the Paris garrisons with 
40,000 troops and mobile guards. 
As minister of National 
defense 
as well as Premier, Daladier has 
personal command 
of the army, 
which is back of him. 
Calls Showdown 
Daladier ht.s called for a show ­ 
down on the efforts of the left wing 
labor leaders to rescind his finan­ 
cial and economy decrees m odify- 
{ 


ng the social reforms so recently 
;ained. 
The decree would lengthen 
he hours of labor, increase taxes 
and generally call on the nation for 
heavy sacrifices in the interest of 
recovery. 
Daladier kept labor guessing to­ 
day by keeping m ost of his prep­ 
arations secret.

VETERA* PILOT. OIE 
PASSENGER RESCOEO 


POINT REYES, Cal., Nov. 29.—(UP)—A luxurious 
United Airlines Skylounge plane, enroute from Seattle to 
San Francisco with seven persons aboard, crashed in a tur­ 
bulent ocean off Point Reyes, 30 miles north of the Golden 
Gate, today when its fuel gave out while battling a terrific 
rain and wind storm. 
Two of those aboard—the pilot and a paroled convict 
passenger enroute to South America to start life anew—es­ 
caped with their lives. The others were missing and feared 
drowned. Coast guardsmen reported they sighted two bodies. 
Hung To Plane 
The pilot, Captain Charles Stead of Seattle, and the 
paroled convict, Isadore Edelstein, Los Angeles, told a grip­ 
ping story of how they and their companions sat huddled 
on top of their fast-breaking craft as the waves pounded it 
to pieces, and how the five others leaped one by one into the 
water in desperate attempts to reach shore in safety. 
Coast Guardsmen pulled Stead and Edelstein by ropes 
up a 500 foot almost perpendicular cliff that towered above 
the plane’s wreckage. Stead apparently escaped injury. He 
fainted upon reaching the top but quickly revived. Edelstein 
was badly hurt. He was carried in a stretcher to the nearby 
Point Reyes coast guard station where physicians gave him 
first aid.

IMPORTANCE 


Everybody knows w’ho Clark Gable is—an able 
actor who gives pleasure through his ability to en­ 
tertain. 
Everyone knows who Yehudi Menuhin is—a high­ 
ly talented violinist who creates beauty for all who 
love music. 
Not many know who Niels Bohr is. Yet Niels 
Bohr is also famous. He is famous among only a few 
persona, however. A physicist, he deals with the mys­ 
teries of living m atter and dead matter. Scientific 
journals are now discussing his latest accomplish­ 
ment. He has produced the first artificial radio-ac 
live substance which can be used in the treatm ent 
of cancer. Mr. Bohr, who is a Dane, won the Nobel 
prise in physics in 1932, by the way. 
Editorials have been written, and more will be 
written, accusing the world of triviality because 
those who give us relaxation through romance and 
joy through the arta are accorded far wider recog­ 
nition than those who spend their lives solving 
enigmas of nature for the betterment of all on 
earth. But every human being whose life work 
makes the sum of existence richer in sheer enjoy­ 
ment, aa well as every human being whose quiet, 
unspectacular toil beats back misery and postpones 
the knock of death, contributes to the fullness of life. 
All who honestly strive are Important, and t h e i r 
work is im portant—and each receives his reward, as 
he contributes, in his ow'n way. 


FRANCE’S TROUBLES 
The people of the United States should have 
great interest in what is taking place in France. It 
must be remembered th a t they have adopted a 40 
hour a week, limiting the number of hours th at 
people dare work, somewhat similar to our Wage 
and Hour Bill.

collective bargaining are refusing to have the hours 
extended. 
The result is a nationial strike over the 
country. It will be remembered th at Germany, Italy 
and Spain all went the same way on the belief th at 
wages and prices could be set by collective bargain 
ing. 
The w riter was in Spain in the w inter of 1933 
when the beginning stages cf collective bargaining 
were being put into effect. A group of automobiles 
had been hired from G ibraltar but the Cadiz drivers 
and owners decided they would not perm it the tour­ 
ists or the boat companies to hire automobiles from 
another town. 
A rope w as stretched around the 
automobiles and there w as not enough police pro 
tection in Cadiz to enable the G ibraltar machines 
to get started. 
The result was Cadiz automobile 
workers had to be paid as well as the G ibraltar 
workers. 
This belief in collective bargaining killed 
free enterprise in Italy, Germany and Spain and, 
now is killing it in France and the United States. 
It always leads to the same thing—restricted pro 
duction, limited output, arbitrary prices—until the 
people get so poor th at those with foresight are 
willing to consent to a dictator in the hope th at 
production can be increased and the interference 
from exchanges reduced or eliminated. 
People In the United States should observe w hat 
is happening in France. 
W hat has taken place in 
these other countries. 
We can make up our minds 
w hether we w ant to travel the same road, or again 
approach free enterprise th at more nearly existed in 
the United States between 1868 and 1913 than any 
other country in all the world. 
During th at time, 
the general well being of the people in the United 
States increased faster than at any other time in all 
history. Since th at time, it has been receding. Will 
we learn from history and observation, or do we 
have to go through the Gethsemane ourselves? 


WARS AND TREATIES 


The United States-Britisb-Canadian treaty has 
been received in many ways by the citizenry of 
ibis country. 
Many people believe with Secretary 
Hull that the trade agreement presages a new era 
of international amity and understanding and a 
great boon in trade. 
Contrasted with this approval is the sentiment 
of such opponents ag Governor Aiken of Vermont, 
who said the treaty appears to be a plan "to turn 
New England solely into a recreational area." 
Trade experts disagree as to what the result may 
be. The nations Involved will have to wait and see. 
The palm for adverse comment must go to some 
unnamed historian who has observed: 
"Leave it to the United States to do things in a 
big way. 
Chamberlain lost the World 
War at 
Munich, but Hull has gone further back with his 
trade treaties and lost the Revolution.” 


ENVIRONMENT AND BELIEFS IN WAGE3 
One of the primary causes of the differences in 
beliefs of how wages can be established is environ­ 
ment. Those men who work for wages and have 
never owned many tools, frequently believe th at the 
wages they receive depend upon how big a heart 
the employer has. They invariably think th at wages 
are like gifts and can be established by will or vo­ 
lition of the employer. 
On the other hand, the employer who has had 
considerable experience In different kinds of tools 
realizes th a t the employer does not establish the 
wages; th at wages are a result of w hat the indi­ 
vidual can produce and that he cannot produce much 
without efficient tools. The far-sighted employer 
knows th at the wages he can pay per unit depends 
upon the efficiency of the poorest tools he has to 
use. He is, thus, constantly, striving to secure bet­ 
ter tools so th at there can be more production. And 
he knows th at other employers are doing the same 
thing; that if he does not pay the employe as much 
as some other employer can pay him, because of 
efficient tools, he loses his employe. 
As a concrete example of efficient tools, I well 
remember the experience of a linotype operator. A 
new font of type, or mats, was put on the linotype 
and the type was smaller than the old type so th at 
it took more letters to fill a line. Immediately after 
the new type was put on the machine, the operator 
produced 400 lines a day more type. W hen the 
w riter asked the operator how more lines of sm aller 
type could be set than had been set, the operator 
explained that on the former type there were im per­ 
fections th at delayed operation; th at the extra lines 
did not cause as much exertion on the p art of the 
operator a» the old font of type did. 
Truly, wages depend on production, as wages can ­ 
not be higher than production.

POOR PRO SPECTS OF ARMAMENT LIMITATION 
(Barron's Weakly) 
Much has been written in the past two weeks con­ 
cerning the effect of the pogrom of the Jews in Ger­ 
many on general European "appeasement.'* Since the 
Munich affair, this word "appeasement” has be­ 
come a catch-all that vaguely means everything and 
definitely means nothing. 
lf "appeasement" means anything, it must Include, 
above all other things, an agreement on armaments 
and a settlem ent of the German colonial demands. 
As a matter of fact, both of these problems were 
SO far removed from settlement that the new Jewish 
* persecutions could hardly make a solution for either 
of them more remote. 
Although attention is now being focussed on the 
tremendous armament efforts of Great Britain and 
France, the determination of armament policy does 
not depend on the relations of these countries with 
German/ se much as on Germany's relations with 
It seems Idle to consider limitation of a m a ­ 
la europe until Germany and Russia come to 
• showdown. When that will be is anyone’s guess, 
uncompromising hatred of Nazism for Com­ 
mit appear to adm it of any peaceful 
nations that distrust one another so 


the eastern frontiers. 
it is generally agreed th at Germany probably 
hopes eventually to pull the Ukraine aw ay from 
Russia. Hitler did not relinquish this ambition when 
he promised that Germany would make no more 
territorial demands in Europe. It probably has nev­ 
er been his intention of making the Ukraine a part 
of the German Reich. That would be contrary to his 
basic doctrine of racial purity. It can be safely a s ­ 
sumed that lf the Ukraine comes under German in ­ 
fluence, it will do so in the form of a sem i-inde­ 
pendent satellite state, sim ilar to Czechoslovakia and , 
Hungary, which would supply Germany with ra w jany politicios in the W ar Depart- 
tnaterials in return for m anufactured goods.

Right 
now Japan has all she can handle in China. Unless 
Russia proves to be woefully weak, and unless re ­ 
sistance in China collapses entirely, it is unlikely 
that Japan will have the stomach for new adventures 
even by next summer. 
Hidden Armaments 
♦ 
There is another reason for believing that the end 
of the armament race is nowhere in sight, namely, 
the inability to keep a close check on a nation's air­ 
craft And, as last sum mer’s events proved, aircraft 
is now the most feared weapon of military aggres­ 
sion; no arm s agreem ent could be considered with­ 
out a limitation of airplanes. 
But how can you be sure that the other fellow is 
going to live up to his part of the agreement? Ger­ 
many built up a tremendous air fleet under the 
noses of the French and British military leaders. 
Unless all of these men were doddering incompetents, 
they must have recognized the tactical advantage 
of overwhelming superiority in the air. It seems to 
follow that neither Britain nor France was aware 
of how strong the German air force was until It 
was too late to do anything about IL 
It cannot be pleaded that the French military lead­ 
ers knew of Germany’s air strength, but were ham­ 
strung by labor troubles. Germany did Bot magically 
create its air fleet after the Blum Government came 
into office in France. It takes years to design, test 
and produce airplanes in quantity. Furthermore, 
England’s situation In the air was just as weak as 
that of France, and there was no radical govern­ 
ment to hamper England in keeping up with Ger­ 
many’s air developmenL 
If Germany was abls to build -secretly an air force 
that turned out to be the dominating influence at a 
critical stage in European history, how can European 
nations place limitations on the number of bombers 
• ach nation Is to own M d know that tbs quotas will 
not be exceeded T 


no—not even by such an informed 
am ateur of military, naval and in­ 
dustrial strategy aa the President 
of the United States. 
This is no light matter. 
It ii of 
primary national 
importance. 
It 
is vital and could be tragic. 
Most 
of our military reverses have neen 
directly due to the meddling of 
political am ateurs in the field of 
professional military problems. 
It 
was thought th at Woodrow Wilson 
who was a profound student of our 
history, had eliminated that evil 
forever. 
It now seems clear that 
"ever” is too long a time about 
which to be dogmatic. 
I am not sure that what is going 
on here will prove a scandalous 
stench to Heaven but I know that 
it doesn’t smell like any geranium 
bed around the edges. 
It needs to 
have the lid lifted before it has any 
chance to putrify. 
If we get thoroughly embarked 
on any billion dollar defense pro­ 
gram not suported in detail by the 
best military opinion we have, we 
might have shot our bolt and gone 
to far before the error is discov­ 
ered. This is not the kind of thing 
that lends itself to newspaper in­ 
vestigation and comment. 
Service 
men can’t talk. 
The only way to get at this be­ 
fore ti is too late is through eome 
kind of Congressional investigation 
If the objection should be, "Offi­ 
cial Secrets” the fitting answer is 
"Horsefeathers." Some military and 
naval matters can be kept secret, 
but not the principal elements In 
a billion dollar military and naval 
construction propram. The country 
needs to know about this and It 
needs to know It now. 


NOTHING IMMORAL ABOUT 
PRO-RATE 
Criticism of the pro-rate program 
followed by California citrus grow­ 
ers seems to be based on a m isun­ 
derstanding of the purpose of that 
program. 
The pro-rate is not a price fixing 
program. 
It is a program to con­ 
trol supply to the point where m ar­ 
kets will not be glutted. 
It is based en the desire of the 
grower to obtain a reasonable profit 
for his crop by supplying m ar­ 
kets with such amounts as those 
m arkets are able to absorb. 
Many 
considerations of a competitive n a ­ 
ture make it impossible for the 
grower to fix the price. 
The price 
is fixed largely by the desire of the 
consumer for citrus products. 
De­ 
ciduous fruits are strong competi­ 
tion for California oranges in sum ­ 
m er 
and 
there 
is equally strong 
competition in winter. 
These fac­ 
tors make price fixing th at would 
am ount to exploitation of the con­ 
sum er out of the question. 
It is clear th at the consum er is 
not entitled to buy oranges sold at 
a loss to the grower. 
It is d eal 
th at the grower is entitled to such a 
profit as will enable him to remain 
in business. 
Unless there is something eco­ 
nomically immoral in cooperative 
marketing, in the formation of or­ 
ganizations such as the California 
F ruit Growers Exchange, there is 
nothing economically immoral in the 
pro-rate program, since th at pro­ 
gram is obviously in complete h ar­ 
mony with the purposes of the Ex­ 
change. 
Its purpose is the orderly 
m arketing of the farm er’s crop at 
a price which will return him 
reasonable profit. 
This is a vastly different thin* 
from price fixing by sellers able to 
tell the consumer th a t he m ust pay 
a certain price or be deprived of a 
necessity. 
The orange, in the first 
place, is not a necessity. 
It can 
be sold only when the consumer 
has been able to supply himself with 
staple articles of food such as bread 
and meut. 
It is bought from su r­ 
plus in the food budget and can be 
discarded by the consumer w ith­ 
out any hardship on himself. It Is 
absurd, therefore, to suggest th at 
consumer 
exploitation 
is possible 
through 
any 
m arketing program. 
The consumer merely buys the or­ 
ange when the price suits him. He 
fixes the price. 
The grower is under no obliga­ 
tion to give his product away as 
the consumer is under no obliga­ 
tion to buy it. 
This constitutes a 
free m aiket 
The newspaper fixes 
the price of Its advertising but the 
merchant is under no compulsion 
to buy i t This also is a free mar­ 
k et 
Criticism of the pro-rats as an 
exploitation device is therefore, the 
result of confusing it with mono­ 
polistic price-fixing. 
It is, In fact 
aa effort to establish orderly mar­ 
keting. 
It Is effective when pur­ 
chasing power in the eastern mar­ 
kets Is normal and it wrongs no 
one. 


Fellow Citizens: 
My economic 
beliefs lead me to believe that Mr.

Our automobile industry, 
our steel industries, etc., all have 
sufficient 
capital, 
and 
modern 
methods and machinery for pro­ 
duction are of the latest design. 
All the capital of the world in 
back of any industry today could 
do no more for turning the wheels 
of th at industry than the present 
supply of capital it now has at 
hand. 
Two factors govern the produc­ 
tion of any Industry—namely, dis­ 
tribution and consumption. (Note— 
I speak of distribution in the sense 
of 
disbursing 
products to 
their 
ultim ate consumers—sales 
organ­ 
izations and freighting distributing 
the products of production.) Dis­ 
tribution depends upon consump­ 
tion. 
W ith a perfect production 
and distribution of an article the

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 
It is recorded In the Gospel of 
John th a t Christ Jesus declared, 
"This Is life eternal, th at they 
m ight know thee the only true 
God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou 
hast 
se n t” 
Life 
eternal, 
th at 
abundant life which Jesus said 
th a t he 
came 
to give, 
implies 
more than mere existence. It In­ 
cludes health, freedom, happiness 
—all th at makes life worth hav­ 
ing. “This 
is 
life eternal," the 
M aster said—not shall be; 
and 
w hat mankind needs, what we all 
long for, Is present salvation from 
the problems and perplexities that 
beset us, from sin and sorrow, 
from 
sickness 
and 
from 
lack. 
Christian 
Science 
teaches 
and 
proves th a t such deliverance is 
possible here and now through a 
right understanding of God, as 
Jesus Indicated. 
C hristian 
Scientists 
turn 
na­ 
turally to the Bible to learn about 
God, for no body of people holds 
the 
Bible 
In 
greater reverence. 
It was In the Bible that Mrs. 
Eddy 
discerned 
the 
truths 
she 
afterw ards set out in the Chris­ 
tian 
Science 
textbook, and 
her 
followers 
find 
th at 
the 
Billie 
grows more and more important 
to them In their daily lives as they 
study Its pages in the light thrown 
upon them by Christian Science. 
Throughout the Old Testament 
may be discerned a gradually de­ 
veloping concept of the nature of 
God; a concept sometimes over­ 
laid with primitive notions of a 
God of battles, swayed by humaj) 
passions such as revenge or fa­ 
voritism; 
a t 
other 
tire;-a 
more 
spiritual 
and 
universal 
In 
its 
meaning. Thus we may trace in 
the Old Testam ent the thought of 
God as infinite, as omnipotent, as 
all-knowing and eternal, the in­ 
telligent source and cause of 
ev­ 
erything th at exists. 
It is, however, in the New Tes­ 
tam ent, more especially, of course, 
in the life and work of Christ 
Jesus, th at we find the clearest, 
the most convincing explanation 
and demonstration of what God 
is. Sitting by 
the 
well-side at 
Sychar, Jesus said plainly to the 
woman 
of 
Samaria. ’’God 
Is 
a 
S pirit" 
And the supreme revela­ 
tion of God's nature made by our 
Master, in his teaching. In his 
works of healing, In his whole life 
of patient self-sacrifice, was that 
God is Love. 
As a result of her dpep and per­ 
sistent 
study 
of 
the 
Scriptures 
and of her spiritual 
Inspiration 
Mrs. Eddy was able to answer the 
question “W hat is God?” In the 
Christian Science textbook as fol­ 
lows: “God Is incorporeal, divine, 
supreme, 
infinite 
Mind, 
Spirit, 
Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, Love” 
(Science and Health, p. 465). This, 
then, is the God whom Christian 
Science enables us to know and 
understand, and to find “forever 
near,” because, being infinite, He 
is ever present 
Jesus and Christ 
The way In which Christian Sci­ 
ence enables us to know God is 
by helping us to understand more 
intelligently, the life and work of 
Christ 
Jesus. Jesus 
once 
asked 
his disciples a momentous ques­ 
tion. There were current among 
his contemporaries many different 
views 
and 
theories 
about 
him 
Some people thought he was John 
the Baptist, ethers thought he was 
Elijah, or one of the 
prophets 
risen 
again. Jesus 
rejected 
all 
such 
fantastic 
speculations 
and 
said to his disciples. “But whom 
say ye th at I am ?” Peter answer­ 
ed, “Thou are the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” That Jesus 
approved this answer and regard­ 
ed it aa Im portant is shown by 
his reply, "Blessed art thou. Si­ 
mon B ar-jona: for flesh and blood 
hath not revealed it unto thee, 
twit my Father which is in heaven.” 
W hat, then, is the meaning of 
this title "Christ”? Christian Sci 
ence explains th at there is a dis­ 
tinction 
between 
“Jesus” 
and 
Christ”: the term “Christ” is not 
merely 
a 
synonym 
for 
“Je^us." 
The human Jesus was the best 
and greatest man th at ever lived 
His example remains forever as 
the standard for Christian living 
He is the Way-shower, In whose 
footsteps Christian Scientists en 
deavor humbly 
to 
follow. 
It 
is 
impossible to exaggerate the debt 
which 
the 
world 
owes 
to 
the 
Founder of Christianity. He went 
about doing good—he healed the 
sick, fed the hungry, raised the 
dead. 
He imposed upon his fol­ 
lowers 
th at 
great 
command 
to 
love one another. 
By his victory 
on the cross and his resurrection 
he proved th at life la spiritual 
and eternal. 
W hat was it that enabled him 
to do all this? Christian Science 
teaches th at it was the Christ 
Truth, which Jesus understood in 
fullest 
measure. Jesus, 
as 
Mrs. 
Eddy has pointed out, is a human 
name 
which 
the 
Master sh«red 
with others of his race; 
Christ. 
on the other hand, is a 
divine 
title which refers to the npirltual- 
iy expressed throughout his lif< 
and 
te'ch'ng. 
In 
Science 
aud 
Health (p. 583) may be found this 
definition of Christ: “The divlrn 
manifestation of God, which comes 
to the flesh to destroy incarnate 
error." That which is manifest is 
clear, plainly understood. It wa*, 
then, the Master’s clear apprehen­ 
sion of what God is that entitled 
him to be called ’’Christ Jesus,” 
and th at healed and saved those 
who turned to him for help. 
It was upon his healing work 
th a t Jesus relied to substantiate 


(the truth of w hat he taught and 
to confirm Peter’s acknowledgment 
of him as the C h rist And to ­ 
day It Is by its healing and re­ 
generating 
work 
th a t 
Christian 
Science confirms and substanti­ 
ates its teachings, and Its claim 
to reveal to this age the C hrist 
Truth, which made Jesus the Mea* 
slah. 
Th# Will of God 
It is said of Jesus In the epistle 
to the Hebrews, “Lo, I come . . . 
to do thy will, O God,” a state­ 
m ent confirmed by many of our 
Lord’s 
own 
sayings. H is works 
illustrate 
and 
dem onstrate 
the 
will of God. W hen w ith a word 
Jesus 
stilled 
the 
storm 
which 
seemed to threaten the disciples’ 
safety, he proved th a t the terrible 
destructive forces of nature are 
contrary to the will of God. When 
he fed the m ultitudes with re­ 
sources Impossibly small from a 
m ateriel 
standpoint, 
he 
proved 
th at 
m aterial 
lim itation 
Is 
not 
in conformity w ith God’s will. He 
showed by healing the sick that 
disease and Infirm ity are not the 
will of God. By, raising the dead 
he proved th a t death is not the 
will of God. 
W hat did these 
works of Jesus prove God’s will 
for m an to be? Surely the op­ 
posite of the conditions which he 
destroyed; peace and safety, not 
distress and danger; the affluence 
of spiritual substance, the free­ 
dom and vitality of health, life 
in all its full abundance. 
He 
brought these positive realties in ­ 
to men’s experience through his 
knowledge of the Christ. 
This leads to another point for 
consideration. Can th a t which Is 
contrary to the will of God have 
any real existence? Since God is 
infinite Mind, the only cause and 
creator, the sole source of exis­ 
tence, only th a t which is In ac­ 
cordance with 
His will can be 
real. Christian Science holds that 
sin, disease, disaster, lack. sorrow, 
are unreal because they are in­ 
compatible 
with 
the 
nature 
of 
God, who is infinite Life, Truth, 
and Love. 
Indeed Christian Sci­ 
ence 
goes 
further 
and declares 
th at neither m atter nor evil has 
any real existence, since God is 
infinite 
Spirit 
and 
Is 
infinitely 
good. T hat such a conclusion has 
Scriptural authority is clear. Our 
Master said. “It Is the spirit th at 
quickened; 
the 
flesh 
(th at 
is, 
m atter) proflteth nothing.” 
W h e n 
he healed a woman who is de 
scribed as having been bowed to 
gether for eighteen years, he said 
th at Satan, the devil, had bound 
her—and elsewhere he said of the 
devil, or evil, th at “be was a m ur­ 
derer 
from 
the 
beginning, 
and 
abode not in the truth, because 
there is no truth In him." 
That 
which has no truth In It cannot 
be real. Christian Science there 
fore teaches th at evil and all its 
m anifestations are untrue, unreal; 
and 
the 
destruction 
by 
Christ 
Jesus of sin, disease, death—all 
manifestations 
of 
evil-—confirms 
th at conclusion. 
How are we to explain the ap­ 
parent reality of evil, of sin, dis­ 
ease, cruelty, and so on? What 
seems to be true but Is not true 
is a misconception, a false belief. 


other writings. Anyone who cares 
to study those works In conjunc 
tlon with the Bible may learn the 
truth about God and man, and so 
find th at divine Love is manifest 
in human experience today in the 
healing of sickness and sin, ju st 
as it was in the first days of the 
Christian era. 
Mrs. Eddy was alone responsible 
for the discovery of Christian Sci 
ence and 
for 
its establishment. 
She organized The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scien 
list, 
in 
Boston, 
Massachusetts, 
founded its periodicals, guided its 
early footsteps, and safely pro­ 
tected its future growth and de­ 
velopment by providing it with 
its Rules and 
By-Laws In the 
Church Manual. 
There is little wonder th a t the 
vast number of people who have 
found health and happiness through 
the teachings of Christian 
Sci­ 
ence, who have above all found 
God, a divine Principle on whom 
they can rely for guidance and 
protection both in the small and 
great things of life, are unreserv­ 
edly grateful to Mrs. Eddy for 
her work. 
They recognize th at 
only one who lived close to God, 
and who expressed throughout her 
life that purity and nobility of 
character which come only from 
unswerving 
obedience 
to 
divine 
Principle, could have made such 
blessings available to themselves 
and to all mankind. 
In the words 
of King Lemuel in the book of 
Proverbs, 
“Let 
her 
own 
works 
praise her in the gates.” 
Repentance and Healing 
It must not be thought th at 
the salvation which Christian Sci­ 
ence offers is salvation only from 
physical difficulties and discom­ 
forts. 
inJeed, some of the most 
far-reaching and beneficient • work 
which 
Christian 
Science 
accom­ 
plishes 
lies 
in 
the 
healing 
of 
faults of character, in the destruc­ 
tion of sin. Jesus said, “Repent: 
for the kingdom of heaven Is a t 
hand.” There is more in repen­ 
tance 
than 
mere 
regret. 
The 
Greek 
word 
translated 
“repent" 
means 
“change 
your 
thought.” 
Sorrow for sin is essential; sin 
will never be abandoned so long 
as it is not regretted, deeply and 
sincerely. Regret alone, however, 
will never destroy sin, for regret 
does not expose sin’s 
unreality. 
Unreal it must be, since it is in­ 
consistent with the infinite good­ 
ness of God. 
Repentance m ust be more than 
regret — it 
must 
be 
complete 
change of thought. As soon as 
the sinner begins to understand 
the perfection of God, and His 
reflection man, he sees that his 
indulgence in sin means that he 
has been believing in something 
that Is unreal. 
When he fully grasps 
the unreality of the sin th at is be­ 
setting him he is freed from its 
thralldom. 
But 
salvation 
from 
sinful beliefs is not won except 
by absolute honesty To say sin is 
unreal and willfully to indulge it 
is dishonest, and can only pro­ 
long the belief in separation from 
God and the consequent suffer­ 
ing inseparable from sin until It 
is abandoned. 
Conversely, free­ 
dom from sin is only fully gained 
Misconceptions about anything arc I when the unreality of sin is un­ 
removed when they are corrected derstood. 
by acquaintance 
with 
the true 
facts. Jesus said, ‘‘Ye shall know 
the 
truth, 
and 
th® 
truth 
shall 
make you free.” T hat from which 
truth sets free is not truth but 
error, not real but unreal. 
The 
Christian Scientist is not so much 
concerned to wonder where the 
false belief, the illusion, of sin 
and 
disease 
came 
from, 
as 
to 
prove their illusory nature by re 
forming 
character 
and 
healing 
sickness. 
Christian Seisnee Discovered | 
Did the C hrist disappear beyond 
the reach of human recognition 
when 
Jesus 
rose 
above 
men’s 
sight in his ascension? Christ is 
Truth 
and 
therefore 
is 
eternal, 
ever present, always available to 
be understood. 
“Throughout . ll 
generations,” we read in the Chris­ 
te n 
Science 
textbook 
(p. 
333), 
“both before and after the Chris­ 
tian era, the Christ, as the spirit­ 
ual idea,—the reflection of God, 
—has come with some measure of 
power and grace to all prepared 
to receive Christ, T ruth.” 
Just 
as the great characters of the 
Old Testam ent caught glimpses of 
the truth about God and man, so 
also since the beginning of the 
Christian era men of deep spirit­ 
ual 
insight have also 
perceived 
something of th at same truth, and 
this perception has enabled them 
to bring help, com fort and spirit­ 
ual progress to the world. 
Then in the year 1866 the Christ 
was revealed, 
as 
never 
before 
since the time of Jesus, to Mary 
Baker 
Eddy, 
who after 
half a 
lifetime of devotion to the things 
of S p irit was indeed “prepared to 
receive Christ, Truth.” 
In 
her 
autobiography, "Retrospection and 
Introspection,” 
and 
elsewhere

writings, 
she 
has 
recorded 
how, 
after 
sustaining

severe 
accident ®he was lying in a seri­ 
ously injured condition and tu rn ­ 
ed to the Bible for help and con 
solation. She there read the stor> 
of the healing of the man sick 
of the palsy, with the result that 
she was able to rise from her bed 
and join her friends in a room 
near by, where they were waiting 
for her to pass away. 
Mrs. Ed­ 
dy's turning to God in this ex­ 
tremity proved the present opera­ 
tion of that same divine law that 
was demonstrated in the healing 
work of Christ Jesus. God had 
been made manifest to her; the 
Christ had come to her conscious­ 
ness and It restored her to health 
She 
records 
a 
conversation 
at 
this time with a friend as fol 
tows: ”A dear old lady asked me, 
‘How Is is that you are rest re*I 
to us? 
Has Christ come again on 
earth?’ 
‘Christ never left,’ I re­ 
plied; 'Christ is Truth, and Trutli 
Is 
always 
here,- the 
impersonal 
Saviour.’ ” 
(Miscellaneous 
Writ 
ings, p. 180). 
Mrs. Eddy was not content to 
leave the m atter there. She real­ 
ized th a t she m ust share her dis­ 
covery 
with 
the 
world. Thanks 
to her unselfish work, the Science 
of C hrist has been stated In clear 
and unmistakable language in the 
Christian Science textbook, “Sci­ 
ence and Health with K ey to the 
Scriptures,” and in Mrs. Eddy’s 


T hat repentance is essential to 
the destruction of ain is generally 
agreed. We 
have 
not 
thought, 
perhaps, th at we m ust also re­ 
pent of sickness and disease if 
we are to be free from them. 
Yet 
repentance, 
or 
change 
of 
thought, in connection with phys­ 
ical difficulties, in fact in con­ 
nection will all difficulties, is the 
only way to their aolution. 
Let us consider this more in 
detail. 
Suppose, 
for 
instance, 
someone suffering from a so-call­ 
ed 
hereditary 
disease 
turns 
to 
Christian 
Science 
in 
search 
of 
help. 
He 
begins 
to 
learn 
that 
God is the only creator of man 
as Jesus recognized when he said 
to 
his 
disciples, 
“Call 
no man 
your father upon the earth: for 
one is your Father, 
which

heaven.” 
The 
sufferer 
realizes 
that, in truth. God is his only 
ancestor. Then his beliefs about 
his so-called inheritance begin to 
alter. He sees th at since God is 
hie F ather his inheritance is one 
of good, not of evil; th at as the 
son of God man can express only 
th at which is sound and pure and 
Godlike. Instead 
of 
thinking 
of 
his seeming m aterial 
inheritance 
of sickness, he deciares, with the 
Psalmist, “yea, I have a goodly 
heritage.” The 
fear 
engendered 
by a false material belief of her­ 
edity ie broken, and the sufferer 
finds himself free. 
Fear Eliminated 
I said. 
“The fear is broken." 
One 
of 
the 
greatest 
blessings 
w rought 
by 
the 
repentance 
or 
change of thinking which Christ. 
Truth, brings to us, is freedom 
from fear. Fear is the great en­ 
slaver of mortals. 
It is prover­ 
bial th at it is not the evils in 
human experience themselves that 
are our worst tormentors, but our 
fear of them. Christian 
Science 
shows us that fear lies at the 
root of all disease, and it gives 
us th at understanding of divine 
Love which destroys fear. 
If 
fear 
were 
eliminated 
from 
human 
consciousness, 
not 
only 
would the main factor in disease 
he destroyed, but the solution of 
all social, 
industrial, and 
inter­ 
national difficulties would speed­ 
ily he reached. It is fear, in one 
or other of its many forms, which 
underlies industrial upheavals and 
is 
the 
source 
of 
international 
tension 
and 
of 
war. 
There 
is 
only one thing which will finally 
and 
fully 
solve 
such 
problems, 
and th a t is the understanding that 
God 
is 
Love. 
“Perfect 
love..” 
John 
said, 
“casteth 
out 
fear.” 
Nothing els-3 can or will. As men 
Uarn to know that God Is Love, 
md 
that man is 
Love’* reflec­ 
tion or expression, their fears be­ 
gin to nbate. They begin to real­ 
ise th a t infinite Love could not 
do leaa than provide ail that Ie 
necessary for the life and hap­ 
piness -of its children. 
Then, ss 
fear 
lessens, 
thoughts 
of envy, 
resentment, competition, and riv­ 
alry cease to predominate. 
Peace 
of mind and a sense of security 
take their place. Christian 
Sci­ 
entists are proving this to be (rue 
in 
their 
individual 
experience, 
within the range of their own 


dally 
lives—in 
their 
homes, 
In the sick—“He th at believeth on 
business, 
la 
their several 
com- me, the works th at I do shall he 
rn unities. As th is Individual ex­ 
perience gathers force—and it Is 
doing so daily—it m ust have its 
effect In the wider sphere of na­ 
tional 
and 
international 
affairs, 
until the universal brotherhood of 
man 
becomes 
an 
accomplished 
fact. Meanwhile, to think loving­ 
ly and truly—th a t Is, to think 
from 
the 
standpoint 
of 
divine 
Principle—about the world’s prob­ 
lems is a contribution to their 
solution which we all can and 
should, and eventually must, make. 
In these days of financial and 
industrial difficulties it is natural 
to ask w hether Christian Science 
can 
help the 
business 
man 
or 
woman. It can and does, ju st as 
it helps in sickness. As It be­ 
comes 
understood 
that 
God 
is 
Mind, and ■ th a t man reflects th at 
Mind, It is found th at there are 
infinite resources on which we can 
draw 
for 
intelligence, 
wisdom, 
perspicacity, 
and 
business 
acu­ 
men. As God is acknowledged to 
be the only power it is found th at 
He govern all things, and governs 
them well. 
God the 
Only Cause 
Since God is Infinite, omnipo­ 
tent, He is the one primal cause 
of all things, and the understand 
ing of this fact is very helpful in 
many ways. If God is the only 
cause there can be no real effect 
except from God, Spirit, Principle. 
You cannot have an effect from 
th at which is not cause. 
When 
our thought about causation be 
gins to turn from a m aterial to 
a spiritual basis a great change 
comes 
into 
our experience. 
We 
begin to challenge the validity of 
any cause or reason for unpleasant 
or unhappy occurences. 
I will 
give you an example; again from 
the experience of an acquaintance 
of mine. A large roll of paper 
weighing some 
150 
pounds 
fell 
from a height across his foot and 
crushed It, inflicting a severe In­ 
jury. He battled with the diffi­ 
culty for two days w ithout relief 
and then had recourse to a Chria 
ttan Science practitioner. 
When 
the practitioner arrive* my friend 
could not put his foot 
to the 
ground. They spent an hour to­ 
gether and during th at tim e spoke 
much of God as the only cause. 
It was clearly seen th at lf God, 
good, is the only cause, the acci­ 
dent which w as certainly not a 
good thing, could not be a cause, 
and could not therefore have any 
effect; th a t it was a false belief 
claiming unlawfully to be causa­ 
tive. At the end of the hour my 
friend 
walked 
freely 
with 
the 
practitioner to the door, in a day 
or two he was back a t work, and 
in a short tim e there was no trace 
whatever of the accident. 
Now sim ilar reasoning is valid 
in all cases of sickness or disease 
—whatever seems to be the cause 
has in reality 
no power 
in it. 
God being the only cause, there 
can be no effect but th a t which 
comes from God, 
and 
whatever 
seems to be existent but comes 
not from God is causeless—is un­ 
real and untrue, and can be prov­ 
ed to be so. 
It may be helpful to 
the Christian 
Scientist to know 
what is believed to be the cause 
of any difficulty with 
which 
he 
is confronted, but only in order 
that he may bring to bear upon 
its false claims his intelligent un­ 
derstanding of the truth stated in 
the 
Christian 
Science 
textbook 
(p. 262): “Divine Mind is the only 
cause or Principle of existence. 
Cause does not exist in m atter, 
in mortal mind, or in 
physical 
forms.” 
Christian Science Treatm ent 
Such, then, are some of the ef­ 
fects in human experience of the 
Christ, Truth, as it becomes un­ 
derstood 
through 
the 
study 
of 
Christian Science. 
Thus is the 
"divine 
manifestation 
of 
God” 
coming to the flesh in our day, 
and 
so 
changing 
thought 
from 
ignorance and false belief to the 
true 
understanding of God 
and 
man, that the dark shadows of 
sickness, sin, fear, doubt, and aor 
row yield to the reality of man 
In the Image and likeness of God. 
Let me 
emphasize 
one 
point 
here. The change of thought that 
is brought about by Christian Sci­ 
ence and which results in heal­ 
ing, has nothing in common with 
hypnotism or autosuggestion. 
It 
is not the result of mental con­ 
trol exercised by the practitioner 
over the patient, nor of self-mes­ 
merism on the part of one who 
uses his understanding of Chria 
tian Science to help himself. The 
change of thought comes about 
Just as the change from ignor­ 
ance or mistaken belief to knowl- 
edge 
and 
understanding 
of 
the 
true facts comes about In connec­ 
tion with any other subject. As 
a 
knowledge of the science 
of 
numbers corrects mistakes in com­ 
putation, and eliminates their ef­ 
fects, ao the 
Science of Christ 
c o r r e c t s 
mistaken 
conceptions 
about God and man. and elimin­ 
ates their effects from our ex­ 
perience. 
When a Christian Scien­ 
tist undertakes to give a trea t­ 
ment to himself, 
or to anyone 
else, he endeavors to realize th at 
there is only one God, one Mind, 
one Life, Truth. Love, and that 
man reflects that one God. 
He 
declares, thankfully, that man is 
governed by 
no laws save 
the 
laws of divine Principle, and that 
those laws are operative every­ 
where and always available to de­ 
stroy the beliefs of any existence 
separate 
from 
God. He 
realizes 
the power and presence of divine 
Love in all its infinite perfection, 
and Love’s tender care for every 
one of its ideas. 
Furthermore, he 
denies the reality of all that is 
unlike God. 
The 
best 
treatm ent 
is 
that 
which reflects most faithfully the 
one God—-that has in It most of 
that “mind . . . which was also in 
Christ Jesus.” Just as the Mas­ 
ter’s knowledge of the Christ was 
potent to free those sufferers who 
came to I im for help, so does 
that same Christ, Truth, enable 
us to help our fellow man, in the 
degree th at we understand it and 
are 
faithful 
to 
it. This 
is 
in 
accordance with our Master’s own 
words, "He tha* believeth on me” 
—that 
is. 
he 
that 
understands 
w hat Jesus was, he that shares 
Peter's perception that is was the 
Christ that enabled Jesus to beal 


do also.” It is the Christ, Truth, 
th at heals in 
Christian Science 
treatm ent. 
True Prayer 
There is a subject which Chris­ 
tian Scientists regard as deeply 
important—and 
th a t 
subject 
is 
Prayer. 
The first chapter of the Chris­ 
tian Science textbook is entitled

Eddy has defined it (Science and 
Health, p.

It w as this 
Christ, Truth, which gave Jesus 
power to bring Christianity to the 
world, with all its blessings Of 
health,

of Truth have been caught by 
men and women of spiritual per­ 
ception. Then, in due time, ow­ 
ing to her life of preparation and 
“Prayer," and it contains a clear,

and inspiring explanation of what 
true prayer is. A study of this Mary Baker Eddy discovered this 
same Truth in Its full majesty 
chapter shows how inevitably one’s in the pag(>J, of the Holy Bible 
concept of prayer changes as one s 
concept of God changes. 
So long 
as we think of God as capable of 
human feelings and passions, as 
one who sends or witholds pun­ 
ishm ent according to His pleas­ 
ure, It is natural th at we should 
regard prayer as a means of per­ 
suading the Almighty to interfere 
on our behalf when we are in 
trouble, or to change His inten­ 
tions tow ards us. A very differ­ 
ent attitude to prayer comes to 
us as we lose that false concept 
of God and begin to understand 
Him aright as 
infinite 
Principle, 
divine omnipresent Love, the one 
Mind, 
Truth, 
who 
"saw 
every­ 
thing th at he had made, and, be­ 
hold, it was very good.” 
Does 
God need to be changed, who is 
by His very nature infinite good, 
and can know no evil, sickness. 
or sorrow? Does man, His image 
and likeness, the reflection of His 
infinite perfection, require altera­ 
tion 
or 
improvement? The 
an ­ 
swer m ust be, “No.” W hat does 
need to be changed is the false 
m aterial concept about God and 
man. This change is the object 
of prayer. Prayer might, in fact, 
be described as the means where­ 
by repentance is made permanent 
—it is the method whereby our 
altered ideas about God become 
natural and continuous, and arc 
applied 
to 
the 
problems 
which 
confront us. Mrs. Eddy writes in 
the Christian Science textbook, in 
the first chapter on Prayer, to 
which I referred (p. 2). “Prayer 
cannot change the Science of be­ 
ing, but It tends to brings us Into 
harmony with it.” 
We are not brought into h a r­ 
mony with the Science of being 
merely by asking th at this may 
he done, but rather by an intel­ 
ligent recognition and affirm ation 
of 
the 
true 
facts 
about 
God’s 
creation. In reality, man can ex­ 
perience nothing which is not in 
accordance with the goodness of 
God. Therefore, when a Christian 
Scientist seems to be faced with 
conditions 
such 
as 
unhappiness, 
depression, loss, sickness, or the 
like, he knows th at he dealing, 
not with 
stubborn realities, but 
with the false suggestions of that 
carnal mind which Paul defines 
as 
“enmity 
against 
God.” 
He 
meets and masters such false sug­ 
gestions 
by the 
positive 
mental 
declaration of the truth of being, 
of the perfection of God and man, 
God’s spiritual idea. 
Such an af­ 
firmative attitude of mind makes 
his prayers effective and trium ­ 
phant. 
Two examples of the prayer of 
affirmation and its results occur 
to me—one from the Old T esta­ 
ment, one from the New. 
Both 
are 
familiar, 
but 
their example 
and inspiration are forever fresh. 
The 
first 
is 
the 
story 
of the 
Shunammite woman, found in the 
second book of Kings. When her 
little son lay dead, and the Shun­ 
ammite 
hastened 
to 
Elisha 
for 
help, we do not read th at the 
mother uttered any plea to God 
to restore her child, but she an­ 
swered all questions as 
to her 
trouble with that valiant declara­ 
tion of the truth. “It is well." We 
know 
the sequel, 
for 
her child 
was given back to her alive. The 
second example Is that of Jesus 
at the tomb of Lazarus. Jesus’ 
prayer was: “Father, I thank thee 
th at thou hast heard me. And I 
knew that thou hearest me a l­ 
w ays;” and 
with 
supreme con­ 
fidence 
in 
the 
omnipotence 
of 
Life he called Lazarus forth from 
the tomb where he had lain four 
days. .And Lazarus came forth. 
The 
object 
of 
prayer 
Is 
notj 
merely to find relief from some 
particular difficulty or suffering,1 
but to demonstrate the universal: 
power of divine Love to meet hu­ 
man needs. 
In her work “No and j 
Yes" (p. 39), Mrs. Eddy writes, 
“True prayer is not asking God, 
for love; it is learning to love, I 
and to include all mankind in one, 
affection.” 
We read in the book of Revela - ' 
tion, "Behold, I stand at the door 
and knock: if any man hear ray 
voice, and open the door, I wibj 
come in to him. and win sup with!
